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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, filed 03/1 0/08, with respect to claims 1 ,2 and 4-6 have 
been fully considered and are persuasive. The prior art rejection of claims 1 ,2 and 4-6 
has been withdrawn. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claim 6 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent 
form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is 
required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper 
dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. Claim 6 attempts to limit 
claim 1 where the first mode corresponds to a ring buffer transfer and the second mode 
corresponds to a rectangular block transfer. However this already described in claim 1 
where limitations associate the first mode of operation to the ring buffer and the second 
mode of operation to the DMA transfer of a rectangular area. Examiner suggests this 
limitation be incorporated into claim 1 for clarification purposes. It does not appear it 
would be further limiting. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 ,2 and 4-6 are allowed. 

The following is the statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art disclosed by the applicant and cited by the Examiner fail to teach 
or suggest, alone or in combination, all the limitations of the independent claim(s) 
(claims 1 and 5), particularly having a third register that contains the value of the

difference between an end address and start address of a ring buffer for a first mode 
and the third register being the address increment of a non-contiguous area in a DMA 
transfer of a rectangular area for a second mode.
